This should be used for brick 
cavity walls, to allow room for the damp 
course over the cavity. It saves time, because 
bricklayers can build the walls up to the edge 
of the frame without having to allow a space 
for cement or planter.

Where it is possible to form a weathering 
or throating, either by projecting tiles or by 
a groove in cement, this should be done as 
shown on the details on the opposite page. 
These features improve the appearance of 
window heads, and are a safeguard against 
leakage in exposed situations. 
When it is desired to fix windows almost 
flush with the outside, we supply galvanized 
steel weather bars, as shewn on the full size 
detail below. 

Orders should always specify metal weather 
bars, when no throating is provided.

Building In: The walls having been built to 
cill level, the window, with lugs attached, 
should be placed upon the cill, care being 
taken that it is level and upright; the jambs 
should then be built up againSt the flange oi 
the Steel frame, as shown on details, pages 
13, 15, 17 and 19. When the side walls have 
reached the full height of the windows, the 
lintel mav be put into place and the cavity 
between steel frame and brick jambs plast- 
ered up, using a mixture of one of cement 
to three of sand, the same method being 
applied at head and cill to make a thoroughly 
weather-tight joint between the window and 
the wall at all points. 

Fixing to Brickwork or Concrete after Openings 
are built: Cut grooves of sufficient depth 
with a narrow chisel. Then place the lugs 
in the grooves, set window in its position 
and bolt the lugs to the frame, taking care 
that the window is both level and upright. 
After this is done make good the joint be- 
tween the frame and the brickwork with 
cement, .is described above. 
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Fixing to Wood: Bed windows at head 
jambs and cill in mastic, screw frames into 
position with wood screws provided, and 
point on the outside. 

MaStic is a special elastic composition which 
we supply in kegs at 15 s. per cwt. 

Care should be taken that the 
windows are kept square and true and not 
distorted in any way.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR GLAZING 
HOPE'S STANDARD WINDOWS 

Each pane should be carefully bedded and 
neatly front puttied. Keep the front putty 
as narrow as possible; a wide splay increases 
liability to "run" and makes a slovenly job. 
Ordinary glazier's putty should not be used, 
as this will never set hard on metal. 

Formula Recommended : Add to 100 lbs. of 
pure linseed oil putty 1 \ pints of gold size, 
and mix thoroughly to a Stiff compound; 
use fresh after mixing. 
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Diagrams shew positions of lugs lor each 
type. The top and bottom lugs are 3 ins. 
from the top and bottom of the windows. 
A lug is also provided in centre of the top 
and bottom of all two and three unit tvpes.

WHEN we designed our stan- 
dard Steel windows with T 
astragals, which are fully illus- 
trated on the foregoing pages 
of this book, we made each window a multi- 
ple of the same well proportioned pane, and 
our designs are now in general use, other 
makers having adopted them both in Eng- 
land and the United States. 
Many of our customers have asked us if we 
can supply these same windows with leaded 
glass, but the fixed overall dimensions make 
their subdivision into appropriate smaller 
panes of equal size impossible. 
It is generally agreed that the size of win- 
dow openings should be determined by the 
sizeofpanetobe used, and a reference to the 
fine examples of Tudor architecture confirm 
this practice by the masters of that period. 
We have therefore designed an entirely new- 
range of standard side hung casements for 
leaded glass, based upon multiples of a pane 
7.3 8 in. by 5.1 8 in. 

The diagrams on page 45 illustrate the com- 
plete range of casements and leaded glass. 
They are appropriate for application to mul- 
lioned windows constructed of wood, brick 
or Stone, and are Strongly recommended for 
small dwelling houses and similar buildings 
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where the prices of purpose made casements 
cannot be justified. 

The leaded lights arc of 21 oz. glass with 
5 8 in. Strong lead cames, thoroughly well 
soldered and cemented on both sides.
